the legislature at the last session the State School 
Fund is about $100,000. 00 less than a year ago. ‘This 
is in harmony with the recommendation of the com- 
mittee appointed in 1921 to simplify the state admin- 
istrations. The reduction comes from placing cer- 
tain educational activities which have usually been 
subject to separate appropriations under the state 


school fund. Had this not been done the state’s gen- - 


eral tax levy would have been increased to a suffi- 
cient amount to cover these-items. In as much as 
each year in the future should see a substantial in- 
crease, it was thought wise to accept the temporary 
reduction. ‘Phe action of the legislature merely re- 
duced the total of the state tax and placed it on the 
local units. After the next year there should be a 
substantial increase in the state’s apportionment. 

The amount received from the State on the bas- 
is of the aggregate attendance has been reduced ow- 
ing to the poor attendance resulting from the weath- 
er conditions of a year ago. 


Repairs 

In the Union School fifteen of the twenty pupils 
registered during the Fall Term were from Scarboro. 
By the present arrangement between the two towns 
the expense of teaching and the janitor’s services 
is divided in proportion to enrollment. Searboro paid 
three-fourths of the cost of the upkeep of this 
school.

This arrange- 
ment does away with a large amount of stovepipe 
which was constantly accumulating soot and filling 
the room with smoke. Under such conditions it was

Our High School is fortunate in eet the Han- 
son Fund as a resource. ‘This fund has made possi- 
ble many improvements by which the efficiency of 
the school work has been increased. One of the 
most satisfactory. uses of this fund has been in the 
purchase of a deep well Duro System to replace the 
inefficient shallow well system installed by F. C. B. 
Nash Co. The old system had caused much incon- 
venience by breaking down repeatedly through the 
year. The new Duro pump has given the entire sat- 
isfaction guaranteeed. 

A deep well system affords an ample supply of 
water even in a very dry season. The shallow well 
pump previously installed would have failed in such 
an emergency. A wellhouse has been built, and the 
curbing re-inforced to keep out surface water. 

A substantial fence has been erected at Bar 
Mills between the school lot and the . Thompson 
Field. The material from which this fence was con- 
structed and the manner in which it was built ren-

the final date for completing the work of standard- “ 
izing the attached outbuildings has been changed = 
from Sept. 1, 1924 to Sept. 1, 1927. In many instan- ° 
ces it is necessary to change over the entire plan of 
the building in order to carry out the specifications 
of the law. It has also been found that in some in- 
stances it will be necessary to purchase adjoining 
land in order to attach a building to the rear of a 
school house. It seemed wise in view of the liberal 
extension of time by the State Department to post- 
pone building this year. Much difficulty has been 
experienced in securing carpenters for repair work 
during the summer. This re-construction will be 
permanent, and the building plan should be worked 
out in such a manner that hasty and makeshift 
work will be avoided. | 

The following buildings have been shingled this 
year: Groveville, Dearborn Hill and West Buxton. 
It is improbable that the building at West Buxton 
will have further use as a schoolhouse, yet is more 
valuable from the standpoint of it’s location than 
an isolated rural building. By the present arrange- 
ment between the towns the Buxton pupils at West 
Buxton attend the school on the Hollis side, and 
Hollis pupils attend the Bar Mills School in the 
town of Buxton. 

The shades in the Bar Mills Building have not 
only presented a very unsightly appearance, but 
have seriously interfered with proper lighting. This 
is one of the many conditions that should have been 
remedied at an earlier date, but owing to the lack 


of funds only the most urgent repairs have received 
attention. .

preventing the deteriorating of school 
There was some repair expense in prepara- 
tion for. painting, but the entire cost of labor and 
‘materials was not. high in view of the size of the 
building and present day costs. | . 

The gift of a plano was a source of much pleas- 
ure to the pupils of the Bar Mills School; and to the 
school officials. This piano will be of invaluable as- 
sistance in all school and occasional exercises. In- 

struction in music is an important feature in the 
child’s development, and education. We appreciate 
the generosity of the donors who in the memory of 
Mr. and Mrs. Woodbury Scribner have HET avail- 
able this educational factor. 

Our school and educational programs of today 
are much broader and much more inclusive than 
those of a few years ago. Owing to lack of resou- 
ces and facilities we are unable to bring into actual 

practice many of the new theories of present day 
education. Again the teacher with an overcrowded 
curriculum even if trained for the work has little 
time for the subjects that are usually taught in city 
‘schools by special teachers. Of course in a consol- 
idated system of rural schools it would be possible 
to teach effectively courses in home economics, phys 
ical educational, manual training, and courses in 
agriculture. We are not attempting to teach these 
subjects yet we feel that we are alloting more time

The constant attendance of the high school 


pupils this year has been remarkable, due probably — 
to three factors: Namely, the earnest desire of par-_ 


ents to keep their children daily in school, the fav- 
orable condition of the elements whereby sickness. 
and bad travelling have largely been eliminated, and 


the fact that the faculty requires all work missed on — 


account. of absence to be made up _ satisfactorily. 
The last factor is probably the most effective way in 
which the school itself can induce regular attend- 
ance. Since pupils naturally dislike to make up 
work, they aim to attend school regularly. Make-up 
work is also a help and a stimulus to pupils whose 
daily average is below the standard. During the 
Fall Term one third of the pupils were present each 
day. 

Following is our daily schedule which I am sub- 
mitting for the benefit of those who do not come 
into close contact with the school :—

Besides the tegular daily work we have the fol- 


lowing extra—curriculum activities;—Freshmen Re- 


ception, Senior Drama, “The Cresent”, Local Prize 
Speaking Contest, senor Kissay Speaking Exhibi- 
tion and Commencement Exercises. Aside from the 
Freshmen Reception each of these activities requires 
a period of time from six to eight weeks of daily drill 
in order for it to be a credit to the school. This part 
of the program tends to give the pupil a much 
broader training than he would otherwise receive if 
he merely followed the daily routine work. 

In order to stimulate scholarship we have ar- 
ranged to post two honor lists at the end of every 
six weeks when examinations are given. The first 
Honor List includes the names of all students who 
have obtained a grade of A or B. for the six weeks 
previous to the posting of the list, while the Second 
Honor List includes the names of students who have 
obtained a grade of B or C for the same period of 
time. These honor pupils ought not to find any dif- 
ficulty in doing college work, if they desire to con- 
tinue in higher education after graduating from 
high school.
